The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Incorporated, merged with Alabama knights, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
If Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The organization is directed by 

Robert M. Sheltoo, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South, with units in several southern 
Btatss.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the United States
